TO DESIGNATE SIZES OF BOOKS BY 
THE METRIC SYSTEM. 

THe Permanent Office of the International 
Congress of Publishers at Berne is making a 
canvass to discover what progress has been 
made in the adoption by the publishing 
trade of the metric system for the determin- 
ing of the sizes and forms of volumes. 
This is in pursuance of resolutions passed 
by the Congress at its sessions in Paris and 
Brussels desiring that in all book catalogues 
or advertisements the size of the book should 
be indicated by its dimensions in centimeters, 
the first number indicating the height and the 
second the width of the uncut volume. No 
other specification as to size of paper is to be 
added to this. By this method the size of a 
quarto volume, for example, would be indi- 
cated in centimeters thus: 32-25, and an 8°: 
25-16. The American Library Association’s 
standard, adopted by THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY, it will be noticed, varies consider- 
ably from this, the measurement of a quarto 
being from 25 up to 30 centimeters outside 
height, and that of an octavo 20 up to 25 
centimeters outside height. As yet the reform 
has nowhere been put into practice by pub- 
lishers, especially not in England or in the 
United States, owing to the present uncertain 
status of the metric system; but it is believed 
that it will eventually be adopted in all the 
principal book-producing countries. 

The Permanent Office also submits to the 
auxiliary associations various resolutions in 
the shape of simple recommendations to 
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publishers with a view to their own inter- 
ests. The first of these calls for the adoption 
of a definite custom in regard to “overs” in 
printing. Another advises publishers, espe- 
cially when issuing editions de luxe, to pro- 
vide for extra sheets, illustrations, etc., which 
may be substituted, if necessary, for those 
soiled or missing. Publishers of newspapers 
and periodicals are urged to use stronger 
wrappers for mailing to foreign countries. 

The most important suggestion, perhaps, 
is the recommendation that, to prevent the 
cenfusion arising from the use of the am- 
biguous term “edition,” this word should be 
used hereafter only for works which have un- 
dergone a partial or material revision of text, 
while some specific term should apply to simple 
repeated printings of the same text. The word 
“impression” (twage) is proposed for the lat- 
ter case; but as this is already employed to de- 
note specifically the printing of a single sheet, 
a new application of it would only add to the 
present confusion. If a satisfactory word can 
be found, it would be in the interest of pub- 
lishers to adopt it because of the natural dis- 
trust with which the public at present regards 
the advertisement of “new editions.” 

Circular No. 4, just issued by the Perma- 
nent Office to the auxiliary associations, is ac- 
companied by the following long list of other 
resolutions of the Congress relative to copy- 
right, book-postage, etc., to be presented to the 
various governments:

IN KANSAS.

ProFessor VAN Buren DeENsLow, journal- 
ist and author, died in New York City, July 
17. He was born in Yonkers, N. Y., in 1833. 
From 1863 to 1868 he was editor-in-chief of 
| the Chicago Tribune and of the Chicago Re- 
public, and a member of the staff of the New 
York Tribune, In 1869 he returned to Chi- 
| cago to resume his position on the Tribune of 
that city. Until 1880 he was the head of the 
Union College of Law, attached to the North- 
western University and the University of 
Chicago. In 1880 he renewed his connection 
with the press as one of the staff of the Chi- 
cago Jnter Ocean. He wrote a work on “Fre- 
mont and McClellan: their political and mil- 
itary careers reviewed,” “Modern Thinkers: 
principally upon social science;” also, “Prin- 
ciples of the Economic Philosophy of Society, 
Government and Industry.” 


JoHN SouTHWARD, whose name has been a 
household word in connection with English 
typography for many years, died suddenly 
on July 9, at Streatham, London, Eng. He 
was born in Liverpool, April 27, 1840... When 
seventeen he became the editor of a local 
| literary magazine, and later on took charge of 
the Liverpool Observer, the first penny week- 
ly in the town, which was printed and pub- 
lished by his father. In 1865 he went to Lon- 
don intending to apply for an opening at 
Hansard’s, but being misdirected, found him- 
self at Cox & Wyman’s, obtained a post as 
reader, and thus commenced his lengthy com 
nection with that firm. Four years later he 
| became editor of the Printer’s Register, and 
irom this time devoted himself almost en- 
tirely to typographical literature. In 1891 
Mr. Southward became the proprietor of 
Paper and Printing Trades Journal, which he 
purchased from its founder, Andrew Tuer, 
but he shortly after disposed of his interest 
to devote himself to writing. The following 
are among his best-known works: “A Dic- 
tionary of Typography,” “Practical Printing,” 
“Principles and Practice of Printing Ma- 
chinery,” “Modern Printing,” and “Historical 
Printing,” the latter being unfortunately inter- 
| rupted by the author’s death. He contrib- 
uted the articles on printing and kindred 
subjects the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” 
“Chambers’s Encyclopedia,” and “Cassell’s

PRoFESSOR CHARLES KENDALL 
President of the University of 
died at Redlands, Cal., on - 
Adams was born at Derby, January 24, 
1835, was graduated from aa University of 
Michigan in 1861, from 1862 to 1865 was in- 
structor in history and Latin at that college, 
and later became professor of history. For 
two years he studied at German and French 
universities, and returning to this country in 
1869 he founded a historical seminary at Ann 
Arbor. When the school of political science 
was organized at the University of Michigan 
he was made dean. In 1881 he became non- 
resident professor of history at Cornell, and 
four years later, upon the resignation of An- 
drew D. White, was elected president. Un- 
der him the number of students more than 
doubled, the egineering schools were ex- 
tended, the Sage school of philosophy and 
the President White school of history and 
political science were created and the law 
school was organized. There was friction 
between Professor Adams and the faculty, 
however, and in 1892 he resigned on account 
of grave and seemingly irreconcilable differ- 
ences of opinion in regard to matters of ad- 
ministrative importance. He then became 
president of the University of Wisconsin, 
which post he held until 1901, when he retired 
on account of ill health. Since then Pro- 
fessor Adams lived in Southern Califor- 
nia, but the university declined to accept 
his resignation, and he was still president 
when he died. Professor Adams was the 
author of a number of works on historical and 
educational subjects, including ‘Monarchy 
and Democracy in France,’ “A Manual of 
Historical Literature,” “British Orations,” 
and “Christopher Columbus, his life and 
work.” He married the widow of A. S. 
Barnes, the founder of the publishing house 
of A. S. Barnes & Co. 


CHARLES KEGAN PAUL, the senior member 
of the firm of Kegan Paul, Trench, Tribner 
& Co., of London, died July 20. Mr. Paul 
was born March 8, 1828, at White Lacking- 
ton, near Ilminster, Somerset, of which vil- 
lage his father was curate in sole charge. He 
was educated at Eton and at Exeter College, 
Oxford, where he resided during the feverish 
days of the Tractarian movement. In 1851 
he became curate of Tew, in the diocese of 
Oxford, and in the same year was ordained 
deacon. A year later he took sole charge of 
Bloxham, a large village near Banbury, where 
he was ordained priest. In 1853 he became 
tutor to two boys, with whom he travelled 
for a year through France, Switzerland and 
Germany, after which he received a conduct- 
ship, or chaplaincy, at Eton. He remained 
at Eton until 1862, when he became vicar of 
Sturminster Marshall. In 1874 he resigned 
his living and went to London, where he was 
offered a position in the publishing house of 
Henry S. King, in Cornhill, by whom Mr.

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Paul had been for some time engaged as 
reader. A few years later Mr. King, desiring 
to devote himself exclusively to his Indian 
department, sold his publishing business to 
Mr. Paul and a partner, who commenced 
business as C. Kegan Paul & Co. at Paternos- 
ter Square. In 1881 Mr. Paul was joined by 
Mr. Trench. In 1886 the firms of C. Kegan 
Paul & Co., George Redway and Triibner & 
Co. amalgamated under the firm name of Ke- 
gan, Paul, Trench, Triitbner & Co., which it 
has remained to this day. Mr. Paul, in his 
“Memoirs,” published in 1899, recalled the fact 
with pride that his firm, for good or evil, al- 
ways preferred to be literary and scholarly, 
though he was ready to admit that a literary 
man is not, as a rule, a good publisher, be- 
cause he is on the one hand tempted to accept 
books unlikely to succeed because they fall 
in with his own literary tastes, and, on 
the other, to reject those which may have 
considerable sale at the time because they 
are in no true sense literature. Thomas 
Hardy, George Meredith, Tennyson, Arch- 
bishop Trench, Sir Richard and Lady Burton, 
and Coventry Patmore are only a few of the 
distinguished writers with whom Mr. Paul 
had business relations, and he always referred 
with pride to the fact that his firm was asso- 
ciated with Andrew Lang and Robert Louis 
Stevenson before either of them had attained 
the fame which he was afterward to enjoy. 
Mr. Paul himself was an author of some note. 
He wrote a life of Godwin and edited the 
letters of Mary Wollstonecraft; “Biographical 
Sketches ;” “Faith and Unfaith, and Other 
Essays;” “On the Wayside;” “Memories,” 
and a translation of “Faust” and a translation 
ot “Thoughts of Blaise Pascal.” Though he 
remained in the Church of England until 1872, 
his religious convictions steadily forced him to 
lose sympathy with the Anglican church and 
finally led him, after many years of Positiv- 
ism, to join the Roman cnurch. Politically 
he was, as he himself put it, “an extreme 
Radical, a Republican, a Socialist, so far as 
these things can be carried on without breach 
of public order.”

ANDREW CARNEGIE recently purchased at 
private sale the library formed by the late 


Lord Acton, professor of history at Cam- | 


bridge, and presented it to John Morley, who 
has practically abandoned politics for litera- 
ture. Lord Acton, according to the London 
Times, left behind a library of secular and 
ecclesiastical history which is equalled by few 
public institutions and surpassed by no private 
collection in the world. For many years he 
had been gathering the material for a general 
history of civil and religious liberty in Europe, 
and the richness of this portion of his library 
can hardly be overestimated, 


W. M. Voynicu, of London, recently dis- 
covered in an old book which he wanted re- 
bound a fragment of a manuscript map of 
the world and an equidistant polar projection 
of the sixteenth century, which, if the the- 
ories of authorities are correct takes prece- 
dence over Gerardus Mercator’s projection.
